. When farm communities beg[n lo debate the 
relative merits of democracy and dictatorship.

Ihe harder 
to resist Iheir appeal- 
Many children, through the^e 
very festivals, are learning to be 
good losers, and is there a more 
valuable life lesson to be learned 
anywhere? All Ihose judfjing, 
with whom T have come in con- 
tact, seemed lo have learned the 
lesson of how to make the chil- 
dren SEE why they won or lost, 
and I noticed one of Mr. Fen- 
wick's remarks particularly — that 
children should never be asked 
lo sing in a key^ which does nol 
suit them — il is dangerous lo the 
young, brittle voices; it is almost 
certain to make them drop pilch, 
and they never can feci the same 
assurance of successful perfor^ 
mance.

The second item had reference

Band is composed of young boys 
in their leens, who need ethical 
training as well as musical train- 
ing. We all appreciate what is 
being done for the boys in Ihe 
band, so far as band instruction 
is concerned, but wo deplore the 
breach of moral standards in 
street dancing and gambling. 
Parents looking at the posters

"Suggestions which have been 
made include killing the devil, 
abolition of liqtjor traffic, divi- 
sion of wealth, creation of kinder 
people and the elminialion of 
risk."

'*We must remember the origin 
and nature of the world and it£ 
forces, and of man and his 
powers.

Of all times of the year, this 
surely is tho most delightful time 
for a car-ride, to see Nature at 
her best. The fruit trees have 
b«;n wonderful; the flowering 
almonds and the forsythia, all 
covered with blossoms before the 
leaves appear, and the flowering 
quince as well, tho former with 
its dainty pink blossoms, the for- 
sythia with its delicate canary 
flowers, and the Japanese 
flowering quince with its beau- 
tiful red. 

And now the lily-of-the-valley 
and the lilacs, and the tulips and 
the pansics. If you have seen 
the tulips at ihe parliament 
buildings at Toronto, you will 
know why I link the tulips with 
the pansie^-, for in front of the 
building*, in ail thoi;e long beds 
of tulips, they have a "carpet" of 
pansies. mostly yellow ones — 
and what a show they make!
